C Of C Drops 
Plans For 
June Festival 


The Menlo Park chamber of com- 
merce Tuesday night cancelled ail 
plans to hold a community celebra- 
tion in June after city councilmen, 
in a split vote, rejected for the sec- 
ond time a chamber request for 
waiver or reduction of business li- 
cense fees. 

The action came on a motion 
by Councilman Edward Church 
after council proposed a public 
hearing May 3 on the chamber’s 
celebration plans. Chamber of- 
ficials objected to postponing de- 
cision for another week and ask- 
ed an immediate answer. 

Councilmen Daniel Hayes and 
Wallace Brown voted with Church. 
Mayor Charles P. Burgess and 
Councilman George Ford voted 
against the motion after asserting 
they favored granting the chamber 
use of the parking plaza and at 
least a reduction in license fees. 

B. Frank Thompson, chamber 
program manager, who renewed the 
request for use of the plaza, told 
council the organization had drasti- 
cally changed the celebration plans 
in line with public wishes, elimin- 
ating a professional carnival and 
heavy industry aspects. 

Rather, he said, the fete would 
stress the residential and cultural 
aspects of Menlo Park. He con- 
ceded there would have to be some 
commercial aspect in order to meet 
expenses. 

M. S. Belangie, Menlo Park 
businessman and chamber direct- 
or, said that a fete could stress 
cultural activities as proper for 
this community, but asked the 
council .to consider the fact the 
chamber must make such a fete 
self supporting and must have 
some commercial receipts. 

“The council should consider the 
integrity of the men who are back~ 
ing this proposed event,’ he added. 

Councilman Ford, who two weeks 
ago voted against use of the plaza 
and any waiver of fees, said he now 
was inclined to ailow, the plaza’s 
use and “give the chamber of com- 
merce a break” on license fees in 
view of the organization’s changed 
plans to overcome former objec- 
tions. 

Church asked Lloyd Neumann, 
chamber president, whether a 
chamber majority and all the pub- 
lic wanted a celebration as pro- 
posed. Neumann said the chamber 
membership had approved the 
plans, but that it could not contact 
every resident to learn his views. 

Councilmen then recessed to 
discuss the matter behind closed 
doors, returning in a few min- 
utes to announce through Mayor 

Burgess they felt that on sueh 

a controversial matter there 

should be a public hearing, and 

proposed to conduct one May 3 

to obtain the public’s reaction. 

“We are running out of time,” 
Belangie said. “We feel there 
should be a decision tonight.”

All Square With Uncle Sam:

For Recreation Park, Civic Center 


The city council this week had 
accepted deeds and approved pay- 
ment of a total of $79,697 to the 
United States government for Bur- 
gess recreation park and the ad- 
joining civic center, acquired last 
year from War Assets Administra-| 
tion.

The patient, slightly ailing at first, put up a good battle 
but succumbed to complications that grew and grew with time. 

That about sums up the demise of the Menlo Park cham- 
ber of commerce plans for a June festival, for which last rites 
were conducted Tuesday night at City council chambers. 

The council, by a 3-2 vote, wrote the epitaph by denying 
for a second time any waiver in full or any reduction in bus- 
iness license fees for the celebration the chamber proposed to 
hold at the municipal parking plaza. 

The question of license fees actually was tossed into the 
council’s lap as an alternative to decision on the prime ques- 
tion... whether the chamber was to be permitted to hold a 
celebration on the plaza; a celebration streamlined to meet 
what apparently were the wishes of the public; a festival with- 
out a professional carnival and stripped of the industrial as- 
pect. 

The council by its own assertions conceded it wasn’t con- 
cerned so much with use of the plaza as it was with the type 
of celebration and whether it was proper for the chamber of 
commerce to stage a festival. 


That marked a reversal of the 
stand outlined two weeks previous, when council insisted the 
only issue was use of the plaza and payment of license fees. 
At that time, there was no council argument advanced against 
the desirability of the chamber, as a community organization, 
undertaking a celebration. 

Then, on Tuesday night of this week, after having dis- 
cussed the question at three meetings and after having heard 
public expressions both verbal and written, the council decided 
it should hold-a ‘‘public hearing’’ on the question. 

Municipal facilities at Burgess recreation park are in fre- 
quent, if not almost constant, use but to our recollection there 
yet has to be a “‘public hearing’ on the desirability of such use. 

Before bringing up the proposal for a public hearing, coun- 
cil on Tuesday night used the time-honored device of a recess 
to discuss a public affair in privacy. The only word of what 
occured in the recess was Councilman Church’s remark that 
there was an “‘irreconcilable’’ difference of opinion among 
councilmen. Doubtless the audience would have liked to have 
heard those differences aired. 

As he did two weeks previously, Mayor Burgess stuck by 
his guns in the open meeting, expressed willingness to grant 
use of the plaza to a representative organization and told his 
open-minded attitude to grant a ‘package’ arrangement to 
reduce business license fees. Councilman Ford was willing 
to reverse his former stand and grant use of the plaza along 
with what he termed a ‘’break for the chamber” in license fees. 

Logically, the chamber of commerce representatives pres- 
ent at the session believed the time was due for a council de- 
cision in view of the previous discussions. 

They asked for a decision and got one of sorts... . no li- 
cense fee reduction or waiver such as was granted for last 
year’s celebration. They received no clarification of what 
council feels is a proper type of community celebration to be 
staged on community property. They asked... and didn’t 
learn... whether a festival stripped of all commercial aspects 
could be held at the recreation park. 

The chamber of commerce worked in a sincere and digni- 
fied manner to plan for a community celebration along lines 
which, by public expressions, were acceptable to the public. It 
was willing to make important concessions to meet objections 
to original plans. It had an eye to the future as well as the 
Present, was thinking of future community events. 

The chamber presented a clear-cut stand. 

The council didn’t.

Mag- 
nolias are beautiful, but have a root 
system that cannot be confined to 
a narrow space. Nearly any fine 
rooted tree will find its way to the 
sewer pipes and clog them. Each 
tree seems to have some definite 
advantages and disadvantages and 
these should be weighed with the 
others on your street so that your 
effort will result in a beautiful and 
uniform street and not be wasted by 
hasty action. 

In short a good tree should be 
reasonably immune to pests, 
hardy, resistant to wind breakage, 
of steady growth that will lift 
branches above street traffic and 
have an attractive appearance. 

All of us are interested in the 
appearance of our city and tree 

planting will go far toward beauti- 
fying our streets.
